By a unanimous vote of the Paris 
Board of Educatiion, Prof. George W. 
Chapman was Thursday night declared 
innocent fof the charges preferred 
against him as set forth in a resolution 
recently passed by the City' Council, 
and Prof. Chapman by the same vote 
was elected for two years additional to 
the year already elected, juaking his 
term of. office three ye^s, expiring 
June, 1910. 

President R. P. Dow, of the School 
Board, stated that the purpose of the 
meeting was to hear from Prof. Chap- 
man what corroborative evidence he 
had to support his claim of innocence. 

Prof. Chapman submitted a large 
number of affidavits and testimonials 
from Madisonville 'for the considera- 
tion of the Board and the public. 

The affidavits were from the Presi- 
dent and members of Madisonville 
Board of Education; from Oriental 
Lodge, No. 99. I. 0. 0. F., Madison- 
ville; from' Ralph B. Ruben, Superin- 
tendent of the Madisonville Public 
Schools ; from the corps of teachers of 
the same school ; from A. L. Jagoe and 
Edward Thompson, members of the 
grand jury, which refused to indict 
Prof. Chapman, and from Messrs. J. 
W. Porter, L. B. Ray, James H. 
Young, prominent citizens of Madison- 
ville ; United States Senator Thomas 
H. Paynter, Congressman Bennett and 
ex-Lieutenant Governor W. J. Worth- 
ington and others. 

The documents were read to the 
Board by Secretary E. H. Owens, and 
upon motion of Dr. F L. Lapsley the 
following resolutions were read, and 
upon an aye and nay vote, passed 
unanimously.

Puts Blame On Street Railway 
Company. 

The sensational confession was 
brought out Friday afternoon at the 
Coroner’s inquest over the body of 
Motorman Wells, who was killed in the 
street-car collision at Lexingtem, that 
the street car officials had been notified 
by the conductor a f«w minutes before 
the accident that the brakes were out 
of order. Notwithstanding this notifi- 
cation. the car later was packed with 
passengers and permitted to attempt 
the perilous descent of the Broadway 
hill. It was shown that Wells was 
grinding on a worthless brake when 
he struggled so desperately and sacric li- 
ed his life so heroically to save the 
passengers. 

The jury rendered the following ver- 
dict: 

“We, the jury, find the body before 
us to be that of George Wells, aged 
about 25 years, and from the testimony 
we find that he came to his death on 
May 9, 1907, in a colilsion between a 
Lexington Street Railway car and a 
C. & O. passenger car at the intersec- 
tion of Broadway and Water streets. 

“We, the jury, further find the said 
accident was caused by the negligence 
of the Lexington Street Railway Com- 
pany in permitting «aid car to be run 
with passengers after being notified by 
the conductor that said car was disa- 
bled by defective brakes.”

A Simple Trust Story. | 

The New York Press, a Republican' 
newspaper, tells “ A Simple Trust 
Story”. in this way: 

“The interstate commerce commis- 
sion has been hearing a case in the last 
few days which is a*very simple story. 
A firrri of sellers of oil in Brooklyn 
were doing a prosperous business. They 
bought their sunply fi;nm the Standard 
Oil company. When the business grew 
big enough to be worth while to Rocke- 
feller greed the trust was not content 
to make its profits on the oil sold to 
the firm at wholesale : it wanted both 
its previous profit of wholesale and the' 
little firm's profit of retail. It deter- 
mined that the firm must get out of 
business. It was bound to swallow the ! 
whole thing. Note the method, simple 
as the story : 

“A competitor came into the field. 
The complainants declare that the com- j 
peting outfit was set up by the trust to | 
kill off the firm which was earning thej 
profits coveted by the Rockefellers, j 
At any rate, the Standard Oil began to 
raise ito wholesale price on the firm 
sentenced to be exterminated. This 
forced the victims to raise the retail 
price or lose money. But the newly ar- 
rived competitor did not raise prices, 
for the reason,' the complainants 
charge, that the wholesale price as not 
increased on the enterprise which was 
to drive out the old concern. Obvious- 
ly the condemned firm must get cheaper 
oil or go out of business, as the con- 
sumers would not pay more to it than 
to the other for their oil. 

“To get cheaper oil the firm which 
had been marked for slaughter by the 
Rockefellers went West to an indepen- 
dent producers and made arrangements 
to ship oil in tank cars. The price was 
so favorable, the service so satisfac- 
tory,the other benefits so striking, that 
the firm was able to do more business 
than before. It built up a large trade.

The lamentable effects of the gener- 
al destruction of forests are now suf- 
ficiently recognized in all civilized 
countries. Such destruction invites 
devastating floods in mountain streams 
and causes the surrounding laud to 
dry up. Forests act like vast con- 
densing screens. They preserve a 
moist atmosphere about them, atten- 
uate the force of torrential downfalls, 
promote Ujinore gradual melting of the 
snow in early spring and protect the 
soil against too rapid evaporation. 
And yet the manner in w'hich forests 
act their beneficent part is not exactly 
such as might be supposed. They pre- 
vent a large part of the rain that falls 
from reaching the soil at all. It is es- 
timated that in European clia^tes the 
forests evaporate directly or Transpire 
physiologically four-fifths' of the rain 
that falls upon them. Thus the forest 
atmosphere is no less Important than 
the forest soil 'in equalizing the cli- 
matic conditions Of a country. — Youth’s 
Companion.
